Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Town  for  the  year  196*1, 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory, 
and  everything  went  smoothly.  There  was  a rise  in  population  of 
twenty  over  the  previous  year,  thirteen  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
notified,  five  Measles,  two  Pneumonia,  three  Food  Poisoning,  one  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  one  Non- Pulmonary.  There  were  thirty-two  deaths  from 

all  causes,  giving  a death  rate  of  fifteen  per  thousand  population, 
National  Rate  was  12*0.  No  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year. 
There  were  twenty-five  births,  giving  a rate  of  11*8  per  one- thousand 
population,  lower  than  national  rate  of  17*4. 

During  the  year  nine  houses  were  built  in  the  district,  six  by 
the  local  authority.  Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  five 
houses,  one  demolished  and  one  the  subject  of  closing  order. 

Applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  received  and  granted  in 
respect  of  fourteen  houses.  Eighteen  houses  owned  by  the  local 
authority  were  the  subject  of  grant  aid  by  the  Ministry. 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  continued  to  be  adequate  and 
satisfactory.  Regular  inspections  were  made  at  food  premises,  and 
slaughterhouse,  to  ensure  one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection. 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work 
of  the  Department,  and  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  for  his  helpful 
co-operation.

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Alford  Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Louth  Infirmary. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  service. 

WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide  accommodation  for  aged 
and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This  accommodation 
is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  other  districts  of  the  county. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  during  the 
year. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

There  is  no  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  the  nearest  stations  are 
at  Louth,  Mablethorpe  and  Skegness.
